This Fact is the Principal Cause of 
Trade Disturbance—Stock M arkets 
Not Much Affected by Gold Ship - 
m eats—Failures 
More 
Numerous 
Than a t the Same Time L ast Year

New York, Nov. 16— R. G. Dim & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The scare about gold exports had no 
real significance, and although $2,250,- 
000 more will go out to-day, the stock 
market has been recovering. There was 
and is a substantial cause of difficulty, 
in the fact that exports of products 
have been too small to meet the greatly 
increased imports of merchandise. The 
collapse of Kaffir speculations abroad 
has forced many to realize on Ameri­ 
cans held, and the impression that our 
government may have to borrow again 
also operates to our disadvantage. But 
there is no local disturbance of money 
markets. 
“The government monthly crop report 
has caused, as usual, rather more un­ 
certainty as to its interpretation than 
previously existed as to crops. The cot­ 
ton statement, lacking a c c o s t of acre­ 
age on which it is based, was of .only 
speculative value, and the mere rumor 
that Mr. Neill had reduced his estimate 
of the crop actually weighed more than 
the official estimate. The bottom fact is 
that even a smaller crop than anybody 
expects, with the 3,000,000 bales carried 
over, will assuredly prevent any famine 
in cotton. Meanwhile, the exports de­ 
creased 36 per cent, in quantity. 
“There is really little reason to expect 
a wheat yield larger than last year’s, 
but Western receipts, 8,202,864 bushels, 
against 4]026,639 bushels last year, do 
not mean a scarcity of wheat. Probably 
it is true that the attem pt to induce 
farmers to keep back their wheat in 
July has endear, as usual, in much big­ 
ger sales at lower prices in November, 
and prices have now declined so far 
that, for the first time in many months, 
Atlantic exports exceed those of a year 
ago, having been, for two weeks, flour 
included, 3,260,384 bushels, against 3,- 
193,111 bushels last year. The decline, 
nearly I cent, is not much, but it does 
not mean confidence in renewed ad­ 
vance. 
“Corn is scarcely lower, but without 
the aid of the government all know that 
the supply will largely exceed all home 
and foreign demands. 
“The output of pig iron Nov. I was 
217,306 tons weekly, about IO per cent 
larger than ever before, and a contin­ 
uance of the same production for six 
weeks more would make the half year’s 
output 5,350,000 tons more, about 450,- 
000 tons greater than in any other half 
year. 
The startling fact is that the 
demand for products of iron and steel 
falls off, notwithstanding the increase 
in the output of pig, and though only a 
few concerns have closed or reduced 
work or wages on account of lack of or­ 
ders, prices are 
sinking, having de­ 
clined 2.7 per cent for the week and 6.4 
per cent from the highest point. 
“The woolen manufacturer has to 
meet this year with two difficulties, the 
remarkable demand for clay worsteds, 
wrhich has encouraged an advance of 
IO per cent in price, and the heavy im­ 
port of woolen 
goods, which 
have 
amounted for nine months of the cur­ 
rent year to 58,486,402 pounds, against 
12,897,068 last year, and 30,398,465 in 
the same months of 1892. But sales of 
wool continue large for two weeks of 
November, 12,192,950 pounds, against 
12,389,600 pounds in 1892, in spite of 
the fact that part of the works are 
closed cm* working only part force. 
“For the past week failures have been 
2S3 in the United States, against 270 
last year, and 49 in Canada, against 38 
last year.” 


Spanish Forces Patting Cuban Forts and 
Harbors in a State of Defense. 
Havana, Nov. 16.—A squadron con­ 
sisting of the cruisers Ensenada, Cortes, 
Pizarro, and Vasco has left Palma, the 
transport Legazpi carrying material 
which will be utilized in putting the 
forts and the waters of the harbors of 
the island of Cuba in a state of defense. 
The insurgents have burned the small 
village of Sabinallo de la Palma, Matan­ 
zas, according to advices received by the 
Spanish officials here. 
Reports have 
been received hero to the effect that 
the Spanish troops have succeeded in 
killing the insurgent leader, Arcadao 
Romero. Reports from Santa Clara 
have been received to the effect that 
in the fight between the column of 
Spaniards commanded by General Su­ 
arez Valdes and the insurgents at J ay as, 
near Chaeco del Hoyo, the insurgents 
were dispersed. 
The insurgent leaders, Gervasio Rod­ 
riguez, Otero, Aurelio, and Hevia have 
been pardoned by General Campos and 
will leave for New York. The report 
that a truce has been effected between 
the insurgent and Spanish forces in the 
districts of Gibara, Holguin, and at La- 
jos, in the province of Santa Clara, is 
pronounced untrue here. The additional 
report of the surrender of important in­ 
surgent leaders and the occurrence of 
fifty engagements of military import­ 
ance, published at Madrid, is also pro­ 
nounced untrue.

gasaki, and the boat contained forty- 
eight marines. 


POWERS WILL ACT 
IN TURKEY’S CASE 


NAVAL 
D EMONSTR ATION 
AGAINST TH E SULTA N , 


Reservations Opened for Settlement. 
Washington, Nov. 16.—Under the 
abandoned military reservation act, the 
war department has turned over to the 
interior department for disposal the 
J’ort Buford military reservation (North 
Dakota), lying on the Missouri river at 
the mouth of the Yellowstone, and in­ 
cluding 444,000 acres; also Fort Han­ 
cock (Texas) military reservation, lying 
on the Rio Grande, fifty-three miles 
southeast of El Paso, including about 
469 acres; and the reserved portions of 
Cat Island, Mississippi Sound, Harrison 
county, Mississippi; Horn Island, on 
the same sound. In Jackson county, Mis­ 
sissippi; Petit Bois Island, on the same 
sound, and in Jackson and Mobile coun­ 
ties, and all of Round Island, in Jack­ 
son county, Mississippi. 


Czarina (Uvea Birth to a Daughter. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 
16.—The 
ac­ 
couchement of the czarina occurred 
last evening. At 2 o’clock a daughter 
was born to the czar and czarina. Both 
mother and child are doing well. The 
court physicians in attendance at the 
accouchement of the czarina report the 
child to be a handsome girl, and they 
add that the mother is rapidly recov­ 
ering.

cordance with the rites of the Orthodox 
Greek church.

A Chicago Paper Is Authority for the 
Statem ent T hat an Issue of Bords 
to the Amount of $25,000,000 Has 
Been Decided Upon, W ithout W ait­ 
ing for Congress. 


Chicago, Nov. 16.—The Chronicle is 
authority for the statement that Presi­ 
dent Cleveland has decided that he will 
not wait for action by congress before 
making another issue of bonds. The 
treasury authorities are already in cor­ 
respondence with the New York bank­ 
ers relative to the issue, and it is prob­ 
able that the bankers will accept their 
proposition. Here is the proposal: 
When the gold reserve falls to $75,- 
000,000 the banks shall deposit $25,000,- 
000 in gold in the sub-treasury, and 
take in return 4 per cent, bonds on a 3 
per cent, basis. 
The decline of the gold reserve to a 
danger point last spring forced the gov­ 
ernment to pay 3% per cent, for the 
gold procured from the Belmoat-Mor- 
gan syndicate. Credit has been re-es­ 
tablished by that operation, and the ad­ 
ministration desires to take advantage 
of the greater business confidence now 
prevailing to secure the gold at the 
low rate of 3 per cent. 
It is not believed that the gold export 
movement of the remainder of the year 
will be large, and the acquisition of an 
additional $25,000,000 in gold is expect­ 
ed to place the treasury in a secure po­ 
sition until congress can take some 
action to cure the currency system. 
Thomas B. Reed, who, it is conceded, 
will be the speaker of the house of rep­ 
resentatives, has had frequent confer­ 
ences during the past two weeks with 
the leading bankers of New York city. 
Mr. Reed has been astonished at the 
number of bankers who oppose the im­ 
mediate retirement of greenbacks. His 
proposition, which has been advanced 
as the quickest remedy for the currency 
troubles, is that all outstanding green­ 
backs be replaced by a gigantic issue 
of bonds. While many oppose it on the 
ground that the sudden contraction of 
currency would work fully as much if 
not more injury than the present sys­ 
tem, the immediate retirement of green 
backs has been urged on the ground 
that the formulating of a new currency 
system will be slow, and the country 
will suffer meantime. 
The result of*Representative Reed’s 
conferences with bankers, it is under­ 
stood, has prejudiced him against the 
policy of retiring the greenbacks. The 
attitude of the speaker of the house of 
representatives will have a command­ 
ing influence in congress, as he will 
control the formation of committees 
which are to consider the currency ques­ 
tion. 
The amount of greenbacks outstand­ 
ing is $346,000,000, according to the 
treasury figures, but it is estimated that 
there is actually in circulation about 
$300,000,000. 


He W ill Be Informed Today That the 
Limit] of 
Patience Has Now Been 
Reached—Government Is Said To 
Have Ordered Recent M assacres— 
Destitute Armenians Leave. 


London, Nov. IC.—The Vienna corre­ 
spondent of the Daily News says a Con­ 
stantinople dispatch received there re­ 
ports that the ambassadors will to-day 
give notice to the sultan of their in­ 
tention to arrange for a joint naval dem­ 
onstration. 
A dispatch to the Times from Erze- 
roum says that a letter nearly four col­ 
umns in length, dated Nov. 3, fully con­ 
firms the accounts previously published 
concerning the massacre there. 
The 
writer says that it is impossible yet to 
ascertain the number of killed. 
Some 
persons assert that it will reach fully 
2,000. Perhaps 1,000 is not so far short 
of the total. 
Continuing the writer 
says: “We have not dared to go to the 
quarters of the city where the Turks are 
too numerous. 
It might be said of the 
tithes of Christians who have been vic­ 
tims thus far, and I have not the oppor­ 
tunity of investigating more than a 
tenth of the cases, I have yet to hear of 
a single dead Turk in this struggle. 
This, I think, disposes of the charges 
of the aggressions brought up against 
the Armenians. 
The bare, bold fact is 
that it was purely a massacre of the in­ 
nocent inhabitants by the enraged 
Turks, and but for the presence of for­ 
eign consuls things would have been 
worse. 
With the coming of winter the 
misery in store for the remaining Ar­ 
menians will be terrible.” 
The correspondent quoted, who 
is 
staying at the American mission, says 
that he has heard testimony in various 
quarters that the government ordered 
the massacre, which was to be executed 
according to previous orders. 
The Daily News also publishes an ex­ 
tract from a private letter from Erze- 
roum to the effect that Armenian priests 
have already buried over four hundred 
bodies of persons supposed to have been 
killed in the second massacre. Thou­ 
sands are wandering homeless and 
starving. 
A dispatch to the Times from Odessa 
says that nearly every steamer from the 
ports of Asiatic Turkey has on board 
large numbers of destitute Armenians 
who have fled from the scenes of the 
massacres. 
Crowds of refugees are 
also crossing the frontier into Russia. 


RESULT OF A FEUD. 


Michigan Farmer Arrested for a Dyna­ 
mite Outrage. 
Mottville, Mich., Nov. I?.—Allen M. 
Thompson, a respected farmer of St. 
Joseph county, was arrested yesterday 
charged with being the man who threw 
a burning stick of dynamite into the 
open window of Dr. J. J. Sweetland’s 
office Thursday night. 
The dynamite 
exploded with terrible effect, demolish­ 
ing the office and much of the building 
in which it was located, and serious!., 
injuring the two men who were in k j 
at the time. 
Thompson denies the 
charge, but is held for examination. 
One of the victims may die. The in­ 
jured: 
Gray, Andrew; terribly lacerated; 
flesh of both legs torn away and dan­ 
gerous bruises about the head; likely 
to die. 
Sweetland, Dr. J. J.; severe bruises 
from flying timbers. 
It is said that Dr. Sweetland and Mr. 
Thompson have been bitter enemies for 
many years and a war has raged be­ 
tween them bordering on a feud for a 
long time. 
A warrant was sworn out 
for the arrest of Thompson, and officers 
captured him and placed him in jail. 
Of late it is alleged he has been making 
numerous threats on the life of Dr. 
Sweetland.

Iowa Officials Deny Charges. 
Davenport, Iowa, Nov. 16.—The dis 
patches sent out Thursday night giving 
charges made by the executive counci 
of state in connection with the state in­ 
sane asylum charges from Scott county 
caused quite a sensation, the officers 
implicated making lengthy statements 
to representatives of the local papers 
yesterday. In these the insinuations of 
the executive council are denounced as 
false, unfounded and an outrageous 
slander. 
County Clerk Balluff, a mem­ 
ber of the board of insanity commis­ 
sioners, states: “I find no authority 
for the commissioners of insanity to re­ 
turn an insane person to any other state 
and the commissioners certainly have 
no authority to turn an insane person 
loose on the community.”

council as ridiculous.

Most of the appropriations are 7 per 
cent less than those of last year, but

Wyoming are increased on account of 
the difficulties with which the churches 
had to contend last year, owing to the 
drouth. 
There was a discussion of the work 
among the colored people. The appro­ 
priations for the South were divided be­ 
tween white and colored fields. This 
work finishes the apportionment for 
English-speaking home missions.

MILK WILL NOT BE CHEAPER. 


Farmer* Refuse to Fay Tare*. 
Otawa, Ont., Nov. IG.—All the efforts 
of the Quebec provincial police and bail­ 
iffs to collect the unpaid taxes in the 
township of Lowe, in the Gatineau re­ 
gion, have proved futile. 
The police 
have been kept at bay by the farmers, 
who are armed with clubs, and some of 
them with rifles and revolvers. There 
are fully 200 men in the mob, while 
the mounted police only number twenty. 
The officials of the county have applied 
for more police to the attorney general 
of Quebec, and he has replied tnat he 
has sent all that he can spare. 
Ar­ 
rangements are now being made to call 
out the militia, and if this done, blood­ 
shed is certain, because the farmers of 
the township, who have always refused 
to pay taxes, are now organizing. They 
are all of Irish descent. 


FIRED ON THE PEOPLE. 


Bloody Battle in the Barracks at Bogota, 
* Colombia. 
Bogota, Colombia, Nov. 13, via San 
Antonio, Texas, Nov. 16.—Heavy firing 
early yesterday morning in the bar­ 
racks drew an immense crowd, which 
was ordered to disperse. The crowd 
was so great that it was impossible to 
move quickly, and the impatient officers 
ordered the troops to charge bayonets, 
which they did, but meetingwith resist­ 
ance, and five shots being fired from 
the crowd, the troops began firing upon 
the people. A regular battle ensued, 
and the crowd, being unarmed, were 
obliged to flee, leaving twenty-three 
killed and wounded. The cause of the 
firing in the barracks was that part of 
the guard had attempted to desert, and 
resisted arrest when subjugated. Four­ 
teen were shot.

Last week the total was 2,566,000 bush­ 
els, in the week one year ago it was 
2.909.000 bushels, two years ago it was 
2.640.000 bushels, while in the second 
week of November, 1892, corresponding 
exports amounted to 3,943,000 bushels. 
The total exports of Indian corn from 
both coasts of the United States this 
week amount to 1,921,000 bushels, 50 
per cent more than last week, and the 
largest weekly total of exports of corn 
since the third week of April, 1894.”

Janesville people consume a great deal 
of milk or el&e the milkman is justified 
when he complains of the state of the 
business. 


May Give Cuba to Great Britain. 
City of Mexico, Nov. 16.—A prominent 
Spaniard here, who is in close touch 
with the Spanish government, says that 
before Spain will concede Cuban inde­ 
pendence, or permit the island to come 
under a United States protectorate, or 
rule, she will throw Cuba into the 
hands of Great Britain, conceding to 
that country ostensible possession for a 
number of years until she collects the 
sum of money which is due her from 
Spain for advances made to carry on the 
war with Cuba. \

Izzard Freres ship

Wall street, however, has got over its 
scare of gold shipments, and no alarm 
is felt over the present efflux by holders 
of securities, as it is felt that Europe 
will soon want cotton and wheat in in­ 
creased amounts, and that 
the high 
rates of exchange will prove to be tem­ 
porary. 


Spring Valley Jury Out. 
Princeton, 111., Nov. 16.—The jury in 
the trial of the thirteen Spring Valley 
men charged with driving the colored 
people from their homes last August 
with intent to cause them to leave the 
county against their will went out at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and it is 
expected that a verdict will not be re­ 
turned before to-night. 
State’s Attor­

Fort Scott special to St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat: A herd of Texas steers, liter­

Patrick Gorman, an extensive stock 
feeder, a few days ago shipped to his 
ranch, ten miles northwest of this city, 
a herd of wild steers from the plains 
of Texas.

they stampeded 
through the line fence of the pasture 
into an apple orchard of the Alf deal 
farm. 
The 
prolific 
fruit 
season 
made it unprofitable for Mr. d eal to 
gather but a small per cent of his early 
apples, and the burdened trees bad 
dropped their ripened 
fruit to 
the 
ground full three layers deep. The ap­ 
ples had rotted and were in a state of 
fermentation that makes them a most 
intoxicating feast for cattle. Until the 
next morning the beasts glutted them­ 
selves, and were found in a condition of 
inebriocy that caused them to conduct 
themselves with that boisterous hilari­ 
ty in which man is want to indulge 
when overcome by the effects of Kansas 
“applejack.” 
The effect of the fer­ 
mented apple juice was as varied in the 
cattle as it would have been in as many 
men. Some of them bellowed and con­ 
torted in drunken debauchery, others 
were on their muscle and dangerously 
vicious, while some of them laid help­ 
less and harmless. Their demonstra 
tions attracted the neighbors for miles 
about, and when 
the facts became 
known in town crowds of people drove 
out to witness the revelry of a ‘steer 
beer garden.”

M aking C em ent. 
S. D. S. would like to be told how to 
make cement that, when dry, becomes 
hard like stone. 
Answer: This de­ 
pends somewhat on the use to be made 
of the cement. For areaways, walks, 
etc., one of the best mixtures is one 
part of Portland cement and three parts 
of good, clean sand. The sand must be 
free from earth and vegetable matter, 
and of such a quality that water will 
run from it nearly clear. 
Mix the 
cement and sand thoroughly by sift­ 
ing or shoveling, then put into a box 
and very quickly wet it thoroughly, so 
that it will be of the consistency of 
good, stiff mortar. It must be used at 
once, for it sets almost as quickly ai 
plaster of Paris. It takes some hours, 
possibly some days, to become thor­ 
oughly dry. While it is still damp, 
if a finer finish is required, mix cement 
with an equal quantity of sand and put 
on an outer coat and allow this to dry. 
A thin covering of pure cement and 
water, about as thick as stiff batter, 
makes a finish almost equal to earthen­ 
ware. Properly made and worked, this 
cement will stand heat and frost with­ 
out injury. It should, however, be 
thoroughly dried before winter.
